THE PROPOSED BOND (SoUE OF $24,000 
TO GIVE UPLAND AN ADEQUATE SEWER 
OYOTEM—ELEGTION ON JUNE 3 


On another page of this issue of The News will be found a 
legal notice to the effect that on Tuesday, June 5th, the voters of 
the city of Upland will be ealled upon to cast their ballots, yes 
or no, on the proposition of issuing bonds to the extent of $24,000 
to equip this city with an outfall sewer. 

This is probably one of the most serious matters to come be- 


fore the voters 


in many months, and 


in considering it 


the 


com- 


mittee assisting the council as well as the members of the coun- 
cil have spent many hours going over the various details. 

The necessity of a sewer is urgent, at this time, in but one 
section of the city, and that is in the down-town district, where 
so many cesspools have been placed that sewage at times seeps to 


the surface and becomes a menace to the public health, 


This con- 


dition demands a remedy and the taxpayers of this city must face 
the condition as it is, and proceed to remedy it as it should be 


remedied. 


The maximum cost to the property holders, of installing the 
outfall sewer for which a bonded indebtedness of $24,000 is pro- 
posed, will be about 10e on each $100 valuation, and with the pay- 
ing off of the bonds the rate per $100 valuation will decrease to 


a rate of 3c to de per $100 valuation.

figures apply to 


the eity as a whole and regarding the issue of $24,000 in bonds 
and does not apply to the lateral system to be placed in the dis- 
trict within the city limits between Eleventh street on the north

will have a more complete article dealing with the sewer proposi 
tion in subsequent issues, is to the effect that the average dwell 
ing lot will pay for the installation of the sewer laterals from $15 
to $16 as well as for the connections which will be made by local 
plumbers, while within the business district which demands the 
sewer more than any other part of the city, the probable cost 


will be $1 per front foot. 


The lateral system is to be placed under 


the Vrooman act and property owners may either pay on the com- 
pletion of the work or during a term of years, providing the ex- 
pense is in excess of $25.

Every man, woman and child will 
feel the effects of war in one way 
or another, and the best way to meet 
ithis burden will be to begin the re- 
|trenchment now, not after the re- 
/sources and opportunities are gone. 

Seven billion dollars will probably 
be raised for war purposes by the 
government, and other millions for 
the use of the states in addition to 
|the one billion dollars necessary for 
the yearly governmental budget. All 
lthese funds will be raised this year, 
and the people of California and of 
the United States will be called up- 
on to furnish the funds. 

It is difficult to imagine our coun- 
try at war, especially in California, 
where all is still peaceful and un- 
changed, but the sacrifices will come 
and should be met with the proper 
kind of preparation. 

This economical policy can be 
made effective and the extra war ex- 
pense to many individuals offset by 
the additional production of many 
crops over that of previous years, for 
the crop outlook all over the world

Every home garden made this 
year in ground not formerly used for 
this purpose will help to pay addi- 
tional tax burdens. Everyone should 
work overtime at something and the 
least one could do would be to 
spend an hour each day tending the 
home garden. 

In food conservation, the commit- 
tee on food supplies is working 
through the Agricultural College of 
the University of California. Other 
committees of the state council of 
defense are looking after the various 
departments and we hope that the 
different organizations everywhere 
will cooperate and work in harmony 
with these committees. 

In this state there should be the 
greatest good will among the peo- 
ple regarding the use of water for 
irrigation and all those who have 
any that can be spared should fur- 
nish it to those who have none, free 
of charge, and those having more 
than they can use should find some 
one near by who has land on which 
their surplus can be used so that 
no water whatever can fail to find 
use. 

There are hundreds of cattle 
‘ranches in this state that ordinarily 
'do not milk cows. They should all 
|}do so in order to produce more but- 
| ter. It means more work but it also 
means greater production of strength- 
|giving fats to the French and Eng- 





|lish, who are short of that variety of 
| food. 

| The county council of defense| 
|}should inaugurate an educational 


|campaign along these lines and fol- 
| low up the work when started to 
| keep ‘enthusiasm alive and the peo- 
| ple busy. 

The women’s organizations might 
| be enlisted in the educational] part 
| of this work. Nearly every village 
;already has a women’s club for civic 
|betterment and through them you 
ican undoubtedly secure’ prompt and 
| efficient assistance. Nearly all of 
|the important women’s organizations 
of the state are connected with our 
relief committee which is in turn co- 
| operating fully with the Red Cross. 
| The proper committee of the coun- 
| cil of defense should be alert to dis- 
;cover any people who are sympa- 
thizers with the enemies with whom 
|we are at war and frustrate any plot 
or plans for the destruction of life 
or property. We would suggest espe- 
cial care and discretion in giving 
| publicity to any matters pertaining | 
to public property and safety, but | 
these matters wolud naturally sug- 
|gest themselves to the sheriff, who 
is a member of your council. 

There is no occasion for excite-| 
ment and undue nervous tension at | 
this time and the spirit of patience 
and good will should prevail. | 

The county council of denfense is} 
the organization which will be looked | 
to for the initiative in ali these 
things and the activity in each coun- 
ty will depend largely upon the en- 
thusiasm, patriotism and encourage- 
men shown by it. 

Each county council will find ways 
of its own to create and carry for- 
ward the good work probably by the

Command of us anything in the 
way of help we can furnish, keep 
us daily advised of all matters of 
importance and furnish us with in- 
formation weekly as to the progress 
made, giving facts and figures as to 
increased acreage and production of 
every kind; also let us Know what 
means you are taking to stimulate 
the people of your county to produce 
as your way may be superior to the 
ways of others and we can pass the 
knowledge along to the other coun- 
ties. 

Time is most essential and we 
urge that you get your forces at 
work without delay and in the most 
vigorous manner possible for there 
is an immense amount of work to be 
done and a short time in which to 
do it, especially in the planting of 
crops. 

These suggestions are offered in 
the hope that they may help and 
not hinder, and we-do not desire to 
dictate as to how the affairs of the 
county councils shall be conducted, 
believing that being on the ground 
you are better informed of local re- 
quirements than we are.

Such a 
stirring permits the air to penetrate 
the soil where it facilitates chemical 
action and bacterial activity, destroys 
weeds which otherwise would utilize 
large amounts of’ plant 
nally, conserves the gardener’s most 
valuable tool in cultivating.

Such crust, besides restricting the 
plants, prevents the access of air, 
and also facilitates the loss of mois- 
ture through evaporation. 


Irrigation 

When, during prolonged dry spells, 
the plants give evidence of suffering, 
because of the lack of moisture, wa- 
ter must, if possible, be supplied ar- 
tificially. Where a supply of piped 
water is at hand, perhaps the most 
usual method of irrigation is by 
sprinkling with a hose. If spripk- 
ling is practiced it should be done 
|late in the afternoon. It is not suf- 
| ficient merely to dampen the _ sur- 
face; a thorough wetting should be 
given. A more satisfactory and eco- 
nomical method of irrigation, how- 
ever, is to open small furrows be- 
tween the rows of growing plants 
|and to supply water in these ditches 
from a hose or pipe. Several hours 
after the water has soaked in, the 
dry earth should be drawn back into 
place.
